Washington. In an article iu the July 
number of the Noith American lleiieu 
sn tho Silver Standard in Mexico, 
Senor Romero says it encourages very 
largely the increase of export of do- 
mestic products. It also stimulates 
the development of homo manufac- 
tures, the price of foreign commodi- 
ties being so higu that it pays well to 
make them at home. 


Senor Romero lays great stress on 


tho fact that the price of silver abroad 
is so low that it is unprofitable to ex- 
port it. The circulation ig therefore 
increased, so that tbere is now au am- 
ple supply o* money in tho banks. 
This stimulates industry, maintains 
prices and increases the demand for 
labor. On the other baud he points 
out that the silver standard has greatly 
reduced importations, and that the im 
port duties, which until recently were 
the largest source of Mexican revenues, 
are therefore, much diminished.

.alias Hickey, the man arrested on 
Wednesday night shortly after the 
train wreck, and who was riding under | 
the cars near the man that was killed. 
Hickey was in custody at Oakland, but 
with two or three other prUonera broke 
jai> and escaped. The Sheriff of Ala- 
meda county sent out photographs and 
descriptions of the escape, and the 
officers here were on the look out for 
him. On the night of the wreck he was 
met coming down the track near the 
lumber yard, and when questioned ad- 
mitted that he had been stealing a ride 
oil the tra'in and was riding near, the 
man who was killed. When asked if 
he knew the deceased he hesitated, but 
finally said he had heard that the 
man's name was Hickey and that he 
was from Oakland, but declined to 
give his own nam^. 
He doubtless 


thought he could call the dead man 
Hickey and thus avoid arrest. Otflceru 
Mclnnis and Branton hunted the sus- 
pect up and upon a close examination 
were satisfied that they had Hickey 
and wired the Sheriff of Alameda.

liable to be made at present. Ex-as-

Oji tho same day in Salt Lake City a 
motion in the constitutional convention 
to reeouMder the clause adopting woman 
snffuigo wiih killed by a decisive major- 
ity, thus finally disposing of tho matter. 
More important than all, however, on 
OIK namo day the New York souato, by 
a vots of 80 to ."i, passed a resolution 
uhieh Bro])ose f to submit to the vote of 
tho people t»f that state a constitutional 
amendment giving to women the right 
of suffrage. 
Tlio same resolution had 


passotl the assembly by a large maiority. 
This triplo victory on n single day will 
inspire with Iresh courage the cham- 
pions of this reform.
